The answer is due by the end of the 14th day after the date of service of the citation and petition, but if the 14th day is a Saturday, Sunday, or legal 

holiday, the answer is due on the next day that is not a Saturday, Sunday, or legal holiday; and if the 14th day falls on a day during which the court 

is closed before 5:00 p.m., the answer is due on the court’s next business day.
